Bar-Lev 
seeks 
clemency 
for 1,500

Jerusalem Post Reporters - 
RAMLE. - The Justice Ministry 
announced last night that no discus- 
sions have been held between Minis- 
ter Mosbe Nissim and President 
Herzog on Police Minister Haim 
Bar- Lev’s proposal for an early re- 
lease of 1 ,500 prisoners, 400 of them 
by Rosh Hash ana. 

On a tour of Ramie prison yester- 
day. Bar-Lev explained that his sug- 
gestion was to shorten by three 
months the sentences of prisoners 
due to be released this year. As a 
result, 400 convicts due to be re- 
leased io-December would be freed 
by Rosh Hashana, if President Her- 
zog approves. The mass remission of 
, sentences is intended to relieve over- 
crowding in the country's prisons. 
(See related item, page 3.) 

The president’s spokesman said 
last night that Herzog had received 
the proposal from Bar-Lev, but had 
not even begun to consider it.

Anti-apartheid church leader arrested 


S. Africa braces for march today on Mandela’s prison 


JOHANNESBURG. - South Africa 
, is braced for a showdown between 
police and anti-apartheid campaig- 
ners who plan to defy the authorities 
and march today on the prison where 
black nationalist leader Nelson Man- 
dela is held. 

The Rev. Allan Boesak, one of 
foe nation's leading anti-apartheid 
clerics, was arrested by polio: yester- 
day, a day before a march he had 
caifedlo demand Mandela's release. 

Boesak, the 39 -vear-old coloured 
(mixed^raice) president of the World 
Allianc e of Reformed Churches, 
was picked up outside Cape Town 
near the campus of the University of 
the Western . Cape by about four 
security policemen, said a mafi who 
^was with him. 

"*"• Pretoria has warned it will take 
tough action against the march on 
PoQsmoor jail near Cape Town. 

The police spokesman would not 
elaborate, but Boesak's office at the 
university, where he serves as cha- 
plain, said he was arrested in the 
afternoon near the campus after 
crying to defuse a confrontation be- 
tween police and students. 


The Dutch Reformed Church 
minister has been a force in the 
founding of the United Democratic 
Front anti-apartheid alliance. 

The police reported riot incidents 
in six black townships yesterday as a 
deputy cabinet minister said the 
“monster of terrorism" had become 
a fact of everyday -life- 

None of the six clashes resulted in 
deaths, the police statement said, 
and most involved arson attacks, 
stoning and gasoline bombings by 
black crowds in Transvaal and Cape 
Provinces. 

The statement added that the 
number and names of activists de- 
tained under state of emergency 
powers would be' disclosed once a 
week, on Fridays, instead of daily as 
in the past. 

On Monday, the number held 
without charge rose to 1,094. 
Another 1,103 detainees have been 
released since the emergency was 
proclaimed July 21. 

Adriaan Vlok, deputy minister in 
both the Law and Order and De- 
fence Ministries, told a conference 
on civil defence: “We will simply 


have to make provision for the 
monster of terrorism in our planning 
and our lifestyles." 

From its Lusaka, Zambia office, 
the African Nationalist Congress 
yesterday, rejected proposals by 
moderate whites and blacks to hold a 
^national convention to negotiate a 
compromise system of power- 
sharing. 

“The ANC would like to reiterate 
that there can be no discussion of a 
negotiated settlement while the 
leaders of our people are in prison." 
the ANC said. 

“Furthermore, any negotiations 
would have to be about the transfer 
of power to the democratic majority. 
The issue of a muted,' democratic 
and non-rarial South Africa is not 
negotiable," the organization said. 

Meanwhile, the government has 
warned that if three West European 
foreign ministers planning to visit 
this week intend to exert pressure to 
remove apartheid, their trip may be 
banned. 

Foreign Minister Pik Botha de- 
manded a clarification of the motive 
for the planned European Commun- 


ity mission in a statement Monday 
night and government sources said 
yesterday foe visit was by no means 
certain. 

Bishop Desmond Tutu's son Tre- 
vor was ordered held at a court in 
Johannesburg's black satellite city of 
Soweto after remarks he made when 
black pupils appeared in court on 
charges of boycotting schools. 

Eyewitnesses said that when the 
name of an eight-year-old boy was 
called out by tee prosecution. Tre- 
vor Tutu. 29. said “what a shame.** 
He also called for the names of tee 92 
children appearing in court to be 
read out louder and slower. 

Bishop Tutu said after his son's 
arrest for allegedly swearing: “You 
speak your mind even if you speak it 
in somewhat picturesque language. I 
should say I am proud." 

The South African economy 
showed further signs of strain yester- 
day when tee rand plunged to a 
record low of 36.75 U.S. cents and 
the governor of the Reserve (cen- 
tral) Bank hinted teat continued 
capital flight could prompt govern- 
ment action. (Reuter. AP) 


Moda’i, Navon clash 

schools may not opc

TEL AVIV. “ The opening of 
the school year on Sunday was 
still in doubt following last 
night's inconclusive meeting be- 
tween Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres. Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'-i and Education Minister 
Yitzhak Navon. 

Moda’i emerged from tee meeting 
saying teat it had been a waste of 
time because Navon had come un- 
prepared. and without exact figures 
on how much tee rehiring of dismis- 
sed teachers would cost. But Navon 
claimed that the teachers had 
already made serious concessions, 
and that Moda’i has reneged on his 
commitment to match their conces- 
sions by reinstating tee teachers who 
had been fired. 

Navon added teat if tee teachers ' 
were not rehired, the union, too, 
would backtrack and tee end result 
would cost tee government more. 

Peres said that if necessary, the 
dispute would be brought before the 
entire cabinet. Meanwhile. Educa- 


tion Ministry Director-General 
Eliezer Shmueli is to meet today 
with representatives of the Histadrut 
Teachers Union to seek a solution. 

Hisradrut Teachers LTnion 
Secretary-General Yitzhak Wellber 
has said that he is willing to resume 
negotiations today, and that his un- 
ion will stand behind its offer to 
make concessions, but only if the 
1,800 tenured teachers who have 
been dismissed are all reinstated. 

The teachers’ concessions include 
postponement of the 2 per cent ero- 
sion increment, and postponement 
of the additional teaching hours to 
which they are entitled under the 
Etzioni agreement. The teachers 
have also agreed to allow the Histad- 
rut to decide the fate of the 5.6 per 
cent salary increase also due teem 
now under the Etzioni agreement. 

The Secondary School Teachers 
Association is not threatening to 
disrupt tee beginning of the school 
year. 

Meanwhile, a spokesman for the 
Finance Ministry claimed Peres had 
said he would support the Education 


Ministry's demand for an extra $11 
million to cover its budget deficit 
(which would allow the reinstate- 
ment of at least some of the dismis- 
sed teachers) on condition that both 
unions agree to legislation postpon- 
ing the Etzioni salary increases, in 
addition to the concessions they 
have already made. 

Moda’i. the spokesman said, 
would not agree to give the Educa- 
tion Ministry more money, and 
wants the ministry to cut other activi- 
ties if another Slim, is needed for 
teachers' salaries. 

A spokeswoman for the Secon- 
dary School Teachers Association 
said her union would not voluntarily 
agree to such legislation. If it is 
passed anyway, she said, her union 
will protest by all available means, 
including going to the labour court. 

Gila Ram. assistant to the 
secretary-general of the Histadrut 
Teachers Union, was astonished Co 
hear about the proposed legislation. 
“If we agreed to give up everything, 
they wouldn't need legislation." she 
said. 


Nigeria government toppled in military coup 


ABIDJAN, Ivory Coast (Reuter). - 
The 20-month-old Nigerian military 
government of Major-General 
Mohammed Buhari was ousted in an 
apparently bloodless coup yester- 
day, according to a statement broad- 
cast on Lagos Radio. 

An army officer identifying him- 
self as Brigadier Joshua Dogoniaro, 
announcing tee takeover on the 
state-run radio, said tee Buhari 
administration had not fulfilled 
Nigerians' hopes. 

Major-General Ibrahim Babangi- 
da was named new bead of state. 
Western diplomatic sources said. 

Babangida was one of the main 
architects of tee December 1983 
coup that brought Buhari to power. 


He said power bad been concen- 
trated in tee hands of “a select few" 
within tee ruling military council 
who had abused their authority and 
regarded anyone who offered advice 
as disloyal. 

A dusk-to-dawn curfew was im- 
posed in the capital, Lagos, which 
was reported calm, and in other big 
cities. International communica- 
tions were also cut. 

It was not immediately clear who 
was behind the coup or who would 
replace Buhari, but diplomatic 
sources in London said it appeared 
another military government had 
taken over. 

Buhari himself seized power in a 
coup on tee last day of 1983, return- 


ing Africa's most populous and 
potentially richest country’ to milit- 
ary rule after 4Vi years of civilian 
government and pledging to end 
rampant corruption. 

But Dogoniaro. who claimed to be 
speaking on behalf of the Nigerian 
Army, said initial enthusiasm for the 
Buhari takeover had dissipated. 

* “We could not stay passive and 
watch a small group of individuals 
misuse power to the detriment of our 
national aspirations and interest." 
he said in a statement repeated con- 
stantly on Lagos radio. 

The statement, which alternated 
with martial music, conceded teat 
Buhari had inherited a legacy of 
problems from the civilian govern- 
ment of ousted President Shehu Sha- 
gari, but accused it of lack of unity 
and purpose. 

■ “In such a situation, if action can 
be taken to arrest further damage, it 
should and must be taken. This is 
precisely what we have done." 
Dogoniaro said. 

Nigerian sources in Abidjan said 
Dogoniaro’s family name suggests 
he comes from the Moslem- 
dominated north, but his first name 
is Christian. 

The ousted ruling supreme milit- 
ary council was dominated by north- 
erners. 


Murphy: Hussein remains adamant 


Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy reported yesterday 
in Washington to Israeli Ambassa- 
dor Meir Rosenne that King Hussein 
of Jordan is adamant teat tee Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization must 
be brought into the Middle East 
political negotiations, and that an 
international conference should be 
convened to discuss tee peace pro- 
cess. 

It became apparent at the meeting 


that tee U.S. mediation to promote 
an agreement between Israel and 
Jordan had reached a dead end, an 
Israel Radio report said. 

Administration spokesmen in 
Washington were quoted as saying 
that no final decision had" been 
reached on selling sophisticated 
aims to Jordan and Saudi Arabia, 
but congressional sources said that 
tee administration will seek approv- 
al for these arms sales next monte. 


Spate of abductions in Beirut, 
shilling near city continues 


3 masked men steal IS1.3b. 
outside bank in Ramat Gan 


BEIRUT (AP). - Moslem gunmen 
kidnapped a busload of Christians 
on Baryt’s dividing Green Line 
yesterday in a spate of tit-for-tat 
abductions as rival militias shelled 
each other in and around the capital. 

Moslem and Christian forces^ 
traded sporadic barrages of rocket-* 
pn^ttUed grenades, mortars and 
tank fire amid disagreement over 
Syria’* idle in monitoring Lebanon’s 
latest rivi} war truce. Police said one 
civilian was killed and four other 
people, including one Lebanese sol- 
dier, were wounded in the exchanges 
that engulfed Beirut's southern sub- 
urbs acid the strategic mountaintop 
town of.Souk al-Gharb. 

The iadirappings came as Beirut 
newspapers warned teat the simmer- 
ing sectarian feuding will explode 
into another bout of all-out fighting 
soon if Christian and Moslem com- 
manders fail to cement a six-day-old 
ceasefire both sides are violating on 
a worsening scale. 

■*: Police said gunmen of the Sbi'ite 
' Moslem Araal militia hijacked a 
Middle East Airlines bus carrying 
Christians from East Beirut to the 

airport in Moslem-controlled South 
Beirut. • 

The operation was in retaliation 
for tee kidnapping of a Sbi'ite cab 
driver by Christian gunmen earlier 
yesterday, police reported. 


The Shi’ite taxi driver is still 
apparently being held by Christians 
who seized him when be crossed into 
East Beirut to drop off passengers. 

Sbi’ite drivers at the airport 
threatened to seize Christian 
travellers if he was not freed. | 

A spokesman for the airline said it : 
was not known how many people 
were on the bus, but be said all but 
six of the hostages were freed an 
hour after they were grabbed. He 
. declined to give further details. 

Christian passengers arriving at 
the airport on incoming flights 
stayed in the terminal for several 
hours until they were bused to East 
Beirut with police escorts. 

Police later reported that Shi’ites 
kidnapped two Christians in a car. 
There was no immediate word of 
their fate. 

Police said Moslem militias loosed 
off salvos of Soviet-made Grad rock- 
ets fired from multi-barrelled laun- 
chers in Lebanon’s central moun- 
tains against the 20-kilometre high- 
way stretch linking Beirut with the I 
Christian port of Jounieh . There was 
no immediate word on casualties. 

Christian radios warned people 
not to drive on the highway. It has 
become a regular target for Moslem 
gunners in intermittent barrages 
since Thursday.

RAMAT GAN. - Three armed, 
masked men in IDF uniform yester- 
day morning made off with IS1.3 
billion in cash just before it was 
deposited in the Bar Ban University 
branch of the Mizrahi Bank. 

At 12.30 three men arrived at tee 
branch in two cars carrying money 
they intended to deposit in large 
overnight bags. They parked outside 
the batik and as they were getting out 
of their vehicles, the three masked 
men, armed with M-16 rifles, 
jumped at them. 

The robbers ordered the deposi- 
tors to get out of their cars and as 
they did so, they grabbed the bags 
and fled. Bags containing some 
IS300 million were left in the cars. 

The robbers ran behind tee bank, 
jumped over a stone wall, climbed a 
metal fence and sped off in a brown 
American car, witnesses said.

Artillery corps unveils ‘revolutionary’ new systems 



ositioB and Azimuth 
lining System (PADS)

Stressing that the Artillery Corps 
daces not allow itself to become 
technologically inferior to the Arab 
armies. Artillery Corps Comman- 
der, Tat-Altrf (Brig.-Gen.) Oded 
Tira, yesterday unveiled two "re- 
volutionary” navigational and 
measuring systems that would help 
the corps keep its qualitative edge. 

Syria was receiving more and bet- 
ter Soviet self-propelled guns and 
Jordan and Egypt, which had access 
to Western arms, were upgrading 
their artillery forces, said Tira. 

The new measuring systems, 
-based on computer and laser tech- 
nology, were developed and pro- 
duced by the Tamam section of 
Israel Aircraft Industries and are 
now being put* into service in the 
corps. Very few similar systems have 


been developed elsewhere. The 
Tamam products which tell the gun- 
ner, with great speed and accuracy, 
exactly where be is in relation to the 
target, almost make maps obsolete, 
said Tira. 

Artillery fire requires accurate 
map coordinates of the guns and the 
target. Up till now these bearings 
.were obtained by methods similar to 
those used by civilian surveyors . 
Thar system took a lot of time for 
large formations and human error 
often affected the readings. 

Tamaxn’s larger instrument, called 
PADS (Position and Arinrath De- 
termining System), and costing hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, allows 
the operation to be carried oat, up to 
the large-unit level, with maximum 
speed and accuracy. It cuts survey- 
team requirements by SO per cent 


and doubles the speed of deploy- 
ment of a large artillery unit. 

The second system, called LANS 
(Land Navigation Systems), is smal- 
ler and more compact. It is designed 
for artillery spotters. The spotter 
usually works with advancing troops 
and, until LANS came on the scene, 
had to use optical instruments and 
complicated computations to work 
out tee target's coordinates. All this 
was often done under fire which did 
not help accuracy. LANS is simple to . 
operate and gives fast and accurate 
readings of tee target. 

Both systems have all-weather 
and night capabilities and can be 
used on both tracked and .wheeled 
vehicles. The LANS, costing some 
tens of thousands of dollars, is likely 
to go into service as a navigational 
aid in other aims of the land forces. 


Shach cancels planned meeting with Peres

TEL AVIV. - Contrary to Labour 
Party hopes. Rabbi Eliezer Shach, 
the mentor of segments of Agudat 
Yisrael and of the largely Sephardi 
' Shas party, has refused to go through 
with a long-scheduled meeting with 
Premier Shimon Peres. 

This was seen as a setback for 
Labour's efforts to woo tee ultra- 
religious parties away from 1 the 
Likud’s orbit. 

Sources in the Prime Minister's 
Office said last night that tee pre- 
mier's visit to Bnei Brak has been 
postponed until after Yom Kippur, 
and no final date has yet been set. 
The sources confirmed that there 
had been plans for a meeting be- 
tween Feres and Shach, but this 
meeting, like other aspects of the 
visit to Bnei Brak, had not yet been 
finalized. 

Labourites had sought a meeting 
for Peres with Rabbi Shach for 
monte Si When the elderly rabbi 
finally consented several months 
back, his agreement was greeted as a 
considerable step forward for 
Labour's reported plan to replace

the National Unity government with 
a narrowly-based coalition. Shach 
put Peres on a waiting list of several 
months, saying he could not find an 
open date before late August. 

Shach is tee mentor of Shas, and 
of Aguda’s non-Hassidic segment. 


represented in the Knesset by Rabbi 
Menahem Porush. 

Shach is a non-Zionist and his 
uitra-dovish pronouncements are 
seen in Labour as indicating that his 
outlook is distant from tee Likud. 
He is known to question the need for 
territorial aggrandisement and to 
have warned teat Jews should never 
arouse gentile ire. Thus Labour con- 
siders that he might be influenced by. 
Peres to help pull "his" parties away 
from the Likud. 

It is on this basis that Labour has 
built much of its strategy vis-h-vis the 
religious parties. 

The Likud has meanwhile feared 
teat Peres might succeed in bis 
attempts to sway the rabbi. 

As the date for the projected 
meeting neared, the issue began to 
raise a storm in the religious neigh- 
bourhoods of Jerusalem and Bnei 
Brak. Pressure not to meet with 
Peres was brought to bear on Shach 
from his own inner circle and from 
other ultra-religious circles usually 
at odds with him. 

Peres was finally informed yester- 
day that tee rabbi would not meet 
him. as had been scheduled. 


Druse ‘terror ring’ caught 


Curfew lifted in . 
Jenin and Tulkarm

The curfew on Jenin and Tulkarm 
imposed on Saturday was lifted last 
night. Despite extensive searches, 
no one has been arrested in connec- 
tion with the murder of one Israeli in 
Tulkarm and the wounding of 
another in Jenin on Saturday. 

In the towns of Kabatiya and 
Tubas in Samaria, border police two 
nights ago found and removed stone 
barriers, erected by local residents. 

In another development security 
forces recently arrested 35 youngs- 
ters from Beit Sahur, near Beth- 
lehem, on suspicion of membership 
in the Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion erf Palestine. Their mothers de- 
monstrated two days ago near the 
village chinch to protest against their 
arrest.

KIRYAT SHMONA. - Security 
forces have uncovered a terrorist 
network of Golan Heights Druse 
suspected of recent attacks on IDF 
soldiers and Jewish settlements in 
tee Golan. 

The arrested men, belonging to 
three large families from the village 
of Majdal Shams, are suspected of 
removing mines from old IDF mine- 
fields in the Golan and of placing 
teem along dirt roads used by the 
IDF, especially along the border 


fence between Israel and Syria. 

The Druse are also suspected of 
trying to damage the electronic fence 
along the border, and of placing 
anti-personnel mines at the entrance 
to Jewish settlements and around 
tourist sites in the northern Golan. 

In one instance last monte, a lec- 
turer fron the Technion was serious- 
ly wounded during a field-trip near 
Birkat Ram. 

Security sources said these 
attempted attacks were the worst 
since the 1967 capture of the Golan.

“There has been no discu* -n of it. 
The president will consider and de- 
cide.” he added, either aione or on 
the baas of a legal opinion. 

Senior Prison Service officers 
accompanying Bar-Lev and Prime 
Minister Peres on a visit to Ramie 
prison said that those released on 
Rosh Hash ana eve would not in- 
dude any members of the Jewish 
terrorist underground. They said 
that none of the Jewish terrorists 
would have served enough of their 
sentences to be released by then. 

According to Bar-Lev's proposal, 
the rest of the 1 ,500 prisoners are to 
be released over the course of the 
coming year as they reach the last 
three months of their sentences. 

Bar-Lev said that another way to 
reduce over-crowding would be to 
shorten prison sentences for good 
behaviour by half, instead of by the 
customary one third. Bar-Lev’ said 
he hoped legislation making this 
change would be passed in the Knes- 
set next session. 

Bar-Lev added that the govern- 
ment had agreed to build temporary 
prison accommodation for 1 .000 ter- 
rorists and for 500 other prisoners 
during the year to relieve over- 
crowding. 

An official statement from the 
Justice Ministry last night noted that 
no discussion had so far been held 
between Minister Moshe Nissim and 
Herzog about the Bar-Lev proposal, 
a copy of which was sent to Nissim. 

There can be no assurance that the 
Bar-Lev proposal, will be approved, 
when the justice minister takes it up 
with the president, the statement 
added. 

All public debate on the proposal 
is therefore premature, the Justice 
Ministry declared. 

The reactions and comments of 
various ministers and Knesst mem- 
bers on the radio report about the 
Bar-Lev proposal, based as they 
were on ignorance of the proposal, 
could only be termed ’‘surprising," 
the statement said. 

Under the standard procedure, 
proposals for remission on pardon, 
which must first be directed to the 
president, are then referred back to 
Nissim. who charges a special de- 
partment with examining each file. 

Officials in Jerusalem stressed last 
night that pardons and remissions of 
sentence are not studied wholesale. 
The case of each prisoner is ex- 
amined on its merits. The officials 
said that it would be illogical and 
unacceptable on public grounds for 
remissions to be a function of the 
length of prison sentence stilt out- 
standing. Quoting a theoretical case, 
the officials suggested that a prisoner 
serving four months for price- 
gouging at a time when the courts 
were called upon to stamp out the 
offence could hardly be considered 
to merit remission. 
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Will demency relieve crowded prisons? 




Even if President Herzog 
approves the early release of 400 
convicts by Rosh Hashana eve. their 
release will not solve the overcrowd- 
ing of prisons that motivated Prison 
Service Commissioner Rafi Suissa 
and Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
to propose it. according to prison 
officials. 

As first reported in The Jerusalem 
Post last spring in an interview with 
Suissa, the limited release is aimed at 
reducing what everybody who has 
ever visited an Israeli prison - in 
particular the Ramie complex of 
prisons - agrees is intolerable and 
scandalous overcrowding. 

Suissa’a proposal was originally to 
reduce, by five to six months, the 
sentences of all first-time offenders, 
plus a carefully selected group of 
recidivists who have displayed some 
progress toward rehabilitation. Suis- 
sa and later Bar-Lev were spurred by 
the realization that even with the 
release of 1,150 security prisoners 


last spring, the prison system is still 
drastically overcrowded, with some 
30 per cent more prisoners than ft is 
designed for. 

Suissa and Bar-Lev set up a com- 
mittee to evaluate the impact on the 
prison service of the immediate re- 
lease of some 1,000 convicts who 
were to have been included in Suis- 
sa’s original demency program. 

But opposition to such a wholesale 
release came from the police, who 
argued that the rising national crime 
rate would spiral even further with 
such a plan. 

Experts from the prison service 
and the police, and the security 
forces members on the committee, 
then put forward a more moderate 
plan. 

For the coming year, they sug- 
gested. all sentences should be cut by 
force months. The first batch to be 
released should be freed by the end 
of the first week in September, in 


time for Rosh Hashana. During foe 
test of foe year, individuals would be 
freed as their shortened sentences 
ended. 

That is the proposal foe Bar-Lev* 
sent to Herzog, bypassing foe usaai- 
channel of foe Justice Ministry, 
where a special unit exists to make 
recommendations to foe president 
for or against clemency for indi- 
vidual prisoners. 

But it still remains obvious that 
given foe crime sod arrest rale, foe 
early gradual release of some 1500 
prisoners during the coining year will 
not solve such problems of over- 
crowding as 16 men in 5 metre bv 5 
metre rooms, as in D block at 
Ramie. 


Former justice minister Shnrael 
Tamir has spoken out harshly 
against the clemency plan, for 
another reason. "Past clemencies 
were failures.” said foe lawyer, who 
was asked in 1978 by then premier 


Menachem Begin to arrange a 
general clemency as part of foe 
state's 30fo anniversary celebra- 
tions. Tamir persuaded Begin to 
limit foe clemencies to individuals, 
and fewer than 100 were freed. 
Tanrir argued that foe 1967 demency 
following foe Six Day War emptied 
foe country's prisons for only less 
than a month, and a similar release 
in 1978 would have only resulted in a 
crime plague. 

The red triumph for Bar-Lev and 
Suissa tramt- from an entirely diffe- 
rent sphere - yesterday’s visit by 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres to 
Ramie. 

Peres's visit, foe first by an Israeli 
premier, may provide’ the political 
impetus for long-term plans for an 
overhaul of foe country's prisons 
formulated in the Police Ministry 
and prison service. For no visitor to 
Ramie has ever left feeling anything 
other than that “something must be 
done” to improve conditions. 


Inmates call for rehabilitation 
during Peres’ visit to prison

RAMLE. — Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres yesterday became the first 
Israeli prime minister to visit the 
Ramie prison complex 

Peres spent several hours yester- 
day touring Israel's largest prison 
complex, which houses some 4,000 
prisoners, including, among others, 
women, terrorists and white collar 
criminals. 

Prison Authority Commissioner 
Rafael Suissa told Peres that some 50 
. per cent of the prisoners in Israel are 
illiterate: about 40 per cent of them 
are drug users, many of them 
addicts; some 8 per cent have no 
profession, and about 65 per cent 
return to prison after their release. 

“Insurance companies should pay 
us to rehabilitate these people, then 
they’d pay out much less for stolen 
property and burgled homes,” he 
said. Suissa also noted that society 
turns a cold shoulder on released 
prisoners wanting to rehabilitate 
themselves. 

"The prisoners behind lock and 
key are human beings too, crying out 
to be rehabilitated. Give them a 
chance to do so. You (the press) • 
must tell the public to let them in,” 
Suissa said. 


Written requests for amnesty were 
shoved into Peres's hand as he 
toured the Tadiran plug and socket 
factory on the prison grounds. 
Anwar Meaasbe, sentenced in 


19f*7 to a triple life sentence plus 30 
-■-are for three murders and two 


attempted murders, gave Peres a felt 
bat and booties he had made and 
asked him for amnesty. The bright 
green gift was immediately seen 
hanging from the front mirror of foe 
Premier's limousine. 

Elementary school teacher Dan 
Mal’achi. of Tiberias, sentenced for 
manslaughter (he killed his wife in 
self defence, he said) three years 
ago, asked foe premier to help him 
see his children again. 

At the prison library. Peres talked 
to Attorney Shimon Henson, sent- 
enced for murdering his pregnant 
girlfriend Carmela Blass. 

At the Neve Tiiza women's pris- 
on, Peres pinched the cheeks of a 
blond baby girl, one of two being 
raised by their mothers in foe prison. 
The mother of one baby, who gave 
birth in prison eight months ago, told 
Peres she wanted to rehabilitate her- 
self in a ldbbutz. where her old 
friends, who had dragged her into 
crime, would not be able to find her. 

In a question and answer session 
with foe prisoners, they complained 
- in impeccable style and language - 
of crowded conditions, foe reluct- 
ance of society to accept them on 
their release, and of funds going to 
West Bank settlements instead of 
improving prison conditions. 

“Is it human to lock people up 
behind bars, when all over the world 
even animals are being moved from 
zoos to safaris, where they can five in 
their natural habitat? Prison rehabi- 
litation in Israel is far behind aqimal .. 
rehabilitation!” one inmate saicL'tb- 
foe wild applause of his colleagues. 


Talks to save Kopel stalled 
as main creditors reject offer

Talks aimed at paving the found- 
ering Kopel travel empire came to a 
standstill yesterday as major credi- 
tors refused to accept foe latest offer 
negotiated by the court-appointed 
receivers. 

Attorney Pinchas Rubin, one of 
the receivers appointed by the Tel 
Aviv District Court, told The Jeru- 
salem Post last night that a serious 
investor had made wbat he consi- 
dered to be a reasonable offer. 
Rubin would not name the investor, 
but The Post learned that it is a local 
transport company. 

The offer meant, he said, that 
creditors would be paid $9 million of 
Kopel’s total $14m. debts over a 
1 0-year period. Rubin said he consi- 
dered the offer “excellent,” but it 
had been rejected by El Al and the 
Hotel Association, for reasons 
which Rubin termed “illogical.” 
“This is the best deal they can 
get.” he said. “If they turn this 
down, they'll get nothing.” He 
added that he would continue round- 
the-clock negotiations. 

A spokesman for El Al said the 
airline was interested but that the 
offer was not satisfactory. Earlier, 


the director of the Hotel Association 
told a radio interviewer that the 
repayment terms meant foe credi- 
tors would get nothing. 

At least one of those involved said 
that the giant concern, which deals 
with tourism, hotels, car rental and 
conventions was “beyond redemp- 
tion.” Other agencies will step in and 
take over, foe source said. 

But others feel the demise of the 
company, which has a major share in 
incoming tourism, would be a bitter 
blow to the entire industry, shaking 
the confidence of agents and tourists 
overseas. “They have built up an 
infrastructure which cannot be re- 
placed overnight.” one tourism en- 
trepreneur told The Post. 


Meanwhile, foe Tourism Ministry 
is still dealing with the problems of 
individuals and groups whose visits 
here have been jeopardized by foe 
company's apparent collapse. 
Although foe Hotel Association is 
abiding by its decision to require 
payment or an agent's gu ar a n tee for 
clients with Kopel vouchers, in at 
least some cases, foe minis try is 
apparently putting heavy pressure 
on hotels to accept tourists who have 
paid Kopel. 


Histadrut dues increase looms today

TEL AVIV. - The Histadrut's 
budget committee is expected to 
decide on an increase in the labour 
federation's membership dues at its 
meeting today. The increase is ne- 
cessitated by the agreement earlier 
this week on the financing of foe 
Histadrut's Kupat Holim health 
fund. 

Histadrut sources said yesterday 
that the committee was expected to 
add another grade to the present 
three-tiered dues system. 

Some 60 per cent of all mem- 
bership dues are allocated to Kupat 
Holim. Under foe terms of last 
week's agreement, the dues* in- 
crease will have to net the fund some 
$20 million annually. A further 


$35m. will be raised by increasing 
the employers’ participation by o3 
per cent. 

Meanwhile, Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar warned 
yesterday that a surge in unemploy- 
ment could be expected following 
the High Holy Days. Information 
reaching foe Employment Service 
indicates that some 1 1 ,000 industrial 
and construction workers are slated 
for dismissal in the next few weeks, 
he said. 

Such an increase in unemploy- 
ment would go far beyond the gov- 
ernment's projected unemployment 
rate of 7.4 per cent of the workforce, 
and could lead to spontaneous social 
unrest, Kessar told a press confer- 
ence here. 


El Al 737s checked, 
found in excellent shape 


LOD (Itim). - Two Boeing 737 air- 
planes operated by El Al were 
checked last week and found to be in 
excellent condition, an El Al spokes- 
man said yesterday. 

The planes are equipped with 
Pratt & Whitney engines of a more 
advanced model than that involved 
in last week's accident in Manches- 
ter. England. 

The engines underwent a thor- 
ough check, the spokesman said.

RAMLE. - The PLO and Yasser 
Arafat are directly responsible for 
terrorist activities against Israel 
planned in various Arab coun tri es, 

I -including Jordan, Prime Minister 
Shimon Feres said during a tour of 
Ramie prison yesterday. 

Peres said that Israel had deli- 
vered a warning to Jordan concern- 
ing certain political headquarters 
which are really terrorist headquar- 
ters.

In answer to another question, the 
prime minister said that both Israel 
and Ionian, each for its own m- 
terests,* prevent terrorist activity in 
their territory. 

Asked about brad's expuSspa 
policy, in relation to Khalil Abu 
Sad. (who is to leave the country 
today under an agreement reached 
between him and the military au- 
thorities) Peres said expulsion in- 
volved a legal process. Released ter- 
rorists who are found liable for de- 
portation will be deported, he said. 
This policy, be said, has not failed, 
but it may take some time until it is 
applied properly. 




Top N. Y. publisher buys 
Sharon autobiography

WASHINGTON. - Minister of 
Trade and Industry Ariel Sharon has 
signed a contract with a major New 
York publisher to write his memoirs. 

Sharon has also agreed to cooper- 
ate with his former press adviser Uri 
Dan who is writing a separate book 
for foe same publisher on Sharon’s 
highly-publicized libel suit against 
Time magazine 

The publisher, Simon and Schus- 
ter. has not set a publication date for 
foe Sharon memoirs. The Dan book 
is due to be released in late 1986. 

Simon and Schuster did not dis- 
close how much money was involved 
in the two-book deal. But The 
Washington Post , which first re- 
ported the news yesterday, said 


Sharon had been negotiating with 
New York publishers for over two 
years. 

“The two book contracts end a 
two-year publishing saga,” the news- 
paper said. “Sharon first began 
shopping around for a publisher for 
an autobiography after he led the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon in I9.S2. 
Random House was not interested, 
but its arch rival Simon and Schuster 
was, and nearly signed a one-book 
contract for about 5200,000. But 
those negotiations fell apart.” 

The newspaper said Sharon later 
hired a new agent, “and after the 
libel suit against Time heightened 
interest in the subject. Sharon went 
back to Simon and Schuster for 
further talks.”

Kollek blames gov’t for 
capital’s classroom shortage

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek 
yesterday criticized foe freeze on 
government building, saying it cre- 
ates a serious lack of classrooms in 
foe city’s new neighbourhoods and 
that the shortage of classrooms ixLthe 
Arab sector means that more chil- 
dren will go to schools “influenced 
by foe PLO." 

"Speaking at a press' conference 
marking the beginning of the school' 
year next week, Kollek said foe 
demand for schools and other public 
buildings in new neighbourhoods is 
“a problem created by the state, 1 ’ 
which foe city has to solve. He said 
that 80,000 people live in the neigh- 
bourhoods beyond the Green Line. 

Kollek said that 150 classrooms 
are needed for Arab pupils and that 
some schools are already running 
double sessions. As a result, children 
are going to inferior private schools 
where the PLO has influence. “If we 
build good schools, we’ll solve the 


problem. The government- 
sponsored shools don't teach Zion- 
ism, but they do teach respect for 
law,” he said' 

The new director of the Municipal 
Education Department. Michael 
Gal, called improving the Arab 
schools “a national mission that has 
fallen on the city.” 

Gal noted that the classroom shor- 
tage in foe new Jewish areas mil be 
felt in two' years when projects slated 
to- begin, now will remain uncom- 
pleted. In the new neighbourhood of M 
Har Nof, foe problem will be felt in * 
foe next few weeks as more families 
move into the area, be said. 

The mayor also lashed out at the 
Education Ministry for not giving 
enough money for Talmud Toira in- 
stitutions. The ministry recognized 
38 such institutions in the city but 
aided only 20, he said.

Levenstein in Ra’anana, considered 
to be the country's best rehabilita- 
tion centre. She is expected to re- 
main there several weeks. 

It is still unclear whether the para- 
lysis in die young woman’s left arm 
and leg will be permanent, but doc- 
tors here were very satisfied with the 
pace of her recovery, a spokesman 
said. 

When she left for Ra’anana, the 
woman soldier was wearing a watch 
given to her by Kadis hpn an on Sun- 
day, after she told him that his 
portrait “very much resembled” the 
man who had raped and shot her, 
and left her for dead. 

“The watch brought a smile to her 
lips,” Kadishman said. “My friend, 
Rahamiin Comfort, the Southern 


District police commander, drove 
me to the hospital on his day off to 
meet the young woman.” 

Kadishman said she was clearly in 
great pain. He was unwilling to de- 
scribe how he had made the recon- 
struction, saying that the process was 
a police matter and be was not free to 
divulge details. 

The IDF spokesman said that it 
was illegal for women soldiers to 
hitchhike except from organized 
hitchhiking posts. Male hit chhikin g 
soldiers are only required to observe 
safety rules, such as wearing reflect- 
ing tends at night, he said. 

Two months ago, a reserve soldier 
David Felsen, 35, was killed while 
hitchhiking home to Eilat. IBs body 
was found near Kibbutz Kissufim in 
die Negev on June 10. 


Herut faces La’am re-vote on Sunday

TEL AVIV. - The Herut Central 
Committee’s re-vote on the con- 
troversial decision to merge with the 
La’am party will take place on Sun- 
day. it was learned-yesterday. 

Efforts are under way to prevent a 
confrontation between the camps of 
Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir and 
Deputy Premier David Levy and to 
reach an agreed compromise before 
the meeting. 

All attempts at compromise have 
so far been unsuccessful, primarily 
because Levy refuses to accept that 
nine per cent of the seats on the 


Central Committee should go to 
La’am. 

Levy is said to oppose the merger 
because he fears that La’am will 
support Shamir and the Herat old 
guard in the party leadership battle. 
La 'am secretary-general, former 
MK Avraham Hirschson. said 
yesterday that La’am, as a group, 
has do predisposition towards any of 
the Herut candidates for leadership, 
•Shamir, Levy or Sharon. 

A committee session on the issue 
early in the month was disrupted by 
Levy supporters. Shamir called a 
hasty vote by a show of hands, which 
approved the merger. But although 
that vote was accepted by the party 


court, the court also said that if 175 
committee members asked for a re- 
vote, it should be held. The Levy 
camp last week came up with 350 
signatures. 

Any new vote on the issue will be 
by secret ballot. Tbe meeting will be 
chaired by Secretariat chairman 
Yoram Aridor, rather than Central 
Committee Chairman Avraham 
Schechtermen, who was helpless in 
face of the pandemonium at the last 
session. 

The La’am Central Committee is 
due to hold its own session on tbe 
same Sunday night as Herat’s meet- 
ing. 


Hospital heads demand balance of gov’t debt

The directors of dozens of private 
geriatric and psychiatric hospitals 
demonstrated outside the Health 
Ministry in Jerusalem yesterday. 
They demanded that the govern- 
ment promptly pay them the IS1.7 
billion owed them, and again 
threatened to stop serving their 
more than 6,000 patients. 

On Monday, they received that 
same amount from the Health Minis- 
try on account of the total debt. The 


ministry promised them the balance 
as soon as additional funds were 
released in the wake of Sunday's 
cabinet decision approving 
emergency measures to bail out the 
country's health-care system. 1 

Yoel Sperling, director of the Beit 
Arbel hospital in Petab Tikva, and 
chairman of the association of direc- 
tors of the private hospitals, told The 
Jerusalem Post that they could “no 
longer function on promises, too 
many of which have not been kept.” 


. He added that not only was the 
money they had received not 
enough, but that a considerable part 
of it would have to go to cover debts 
and interest on loans and arrears 
bills. 

He said that Health Minister Gur 
and Ministry Director-General Dan 
Micbaeli had expressed sympathy 
with their plight, but bad said there 
was nothing they could do until the 
Treasury released more funds under 
Sunday’s agreement.

Interfaith group to urge pope 
to recognize Israel’s capital 


_• By GREEK FAYCASHMAN 
An appeal to the Vatican to recog- 
nize Jerusalem as the capital of Israel 
will be made by a Giristian/Jewish 
group in October. 

Tbe group, under the auspices of 
the Ecumenical Centre of Christian 
Repentance, will also appeal to the 
pope on the plight of Soviet Jewry, 
ECCR founder Ara Tcbividjian 
said. He was speaking at the end of a 
six-day ecumenical symposium in 
Jerusalem. 

A survivor of tbe Armenian holo- 
caust and now a resident of Switzer- 
land, Tcbividjian believes that 
Christian Churches “have been the 
most responsible” for spreading 
anti-Semitism and persecuting Jews. 

Advocating world-wide Christian 
repentance “for 2000 years of perse- 
cuting the Jews,” Tcbividjian last 
year felt the time was ripe for Christ- 
ians to stand up and do something. 
He thus initiated tbe ECCR’s inau- 
gural symposium in Miami. • 

The second symposium in Jeru- 
saletn was attended by Christian 
leaders and theologians from Cana- 
da, the U.S., France and Switzer- 
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land as well as local Jewish clergy 
and scholars. 

Emmanuel, one of the four Tchi- 
vidjian sons, told The Jerusalem Post 
that the ECCR which is headquar- 
tered in Victoria, British Columbia, 
hopes Co build another base in Jeru- 
salem and will soon begin raising 
funds for this purpose. However, he 
stipulated, “we will not accept 
money from missionaries." The 
younger Tcbividjian added that mis- 
sionary work “is theologically 
wrong” and that the ECCR would 
not accept missionaries among its 
members.

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Trips abroad • 
in July drop ‘ 
50 per cent

The number of people going 
abroad dropped by almost 50 per 
cent last month, apparently as ‘a 
result of the high travel tax. 

Figures released yesterday by the 
Centra! Bureau of Statistics show 
that 66.600 Israeli residents left the 
country during Julv, compared with 
128,000 in July 1984. 

During the fust seven months of 
this year. 288.400 Israelis went 
abroad, as compared with 381 . 100 in 
the corresponding period last year, a 
drop of 24 per cent. 

Many travellers are businessmen 
or people taking trips to destinations 
such as the U.S. or the Far East. 
Those who cancelled their foreign 
travel are assumed to be people who 
might have taken cheap package 
tours to nearby destinations, such as 
tbe Greek Islands. 


Fields poisoned by 
Vietnam defoliant

BEERSHEBA. - When Lhe Nature 
Reserves Authority’s Poison Con- 
trol Centre investigated why hun- 
dreds of dunams of cotton fields in 
two Negev kibbutzim rurned black 
last week, it found that the cause was 
a weed-killer. The centre also found 
that while the kibbutzim used the 
wrong herbicide inadvertently, they 
knowingly used it in an illegal man- 
ner. 

“Two incidents came together 
here," Yitzhak Meir. the centre’s 
director, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. “Agan Chemicals of 
Ashdod mistakenly marketed two 
herbicides, Terbutiyn and Bromacil. 
in each other's packages. Bromacil is 
a defoliant developed by the Amer- 
icans to spray over jungles in Viet- 
nam. 

“The other thing is that these two 
kibbutzim, Mefalsim and Alum tin, 
illegally used the herbicide through 
tbeir drip-irrigation systems, rather 
than by spraying from the air or from 
a tractor. 

The two kibbutzim face criminal 
charges because the law prohibits 
such action, fearing the contamina- 
tion of d rinking water. 

The kibbutzim have re-ploughed 
their fields and prepared them for 
planting. The losses are estimated at 
“ mill ions of shekels," Meir told The 
Post , but the lcibbutrim cannot claim 
the money from their insurance be- 
cause of die illegal use of the herbi- 
cide. “But I hear they’ve arranged 
for some compensation from Agan 
Chemicals.” he added. 


Pay-day to end 
Beersheba city 
services

BEERSHEBA. — All municipal ser- 
■ vices here will be suspended by Sun- 
day, because that is payday for the 
2,400 municipal workers and there is 
no money to pay them with, Beer- 
sheba Mayor EUahu Nawi told re- 
porters yesterday. 

The dty is IS20 billion in debt, he 
said, and owes substantial sums to 
Mekorot and the Israel Electric 
Company. Nawi said there may be 
water stoppages as early as next 
week. 

The municipality has already 
agreed to fire 9 per cent of its em- 
ployees, which is three times the 
national dismissal rate.

Intelligence information led to a 
rented Tiberias apartment as the 
suspect's likely hideout and the anti- 
terror squad was called in as the 
suspect was believed to be aimed 
and dangerous.

WELLINGTON (AP). - Prime 
Minister David Lange yesterday 
strongly condemned a French in- 
quiry into the s inking of the Green- 
peace flagship Rainbow Warrior as 
"incredible and transparent," and 
hinted that the French ambassador 
may be expelled.

They appeared to be aimed in- 
directly at its former chief, Heribert 
Heilenbroich, and government 
sources said they expected him to be 
dismissed from his new post as head 
of the secret service this week.

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“It is utterly incomprehensib- 
le.. .that nothing was done earlier in 
Hedge's case and that things were 
allowed to drift on for so long,” Kohl 
was quoted as saying.

Herrenbroich wrote to him saying 
that his complaints were being taken 
seriously but that Hedge had suf- 
fered from tiie death of his wife and 
deserved understanding. . 

A former West German agent

U.S. team to examine ‘spydust’ in Moscow 
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WASHINGTON '(Reuter). - A 
team of U.S. experts was to leave for 
Moscow yesterday to start an inves- 
tigation into the possibly cancer- 
causing "spvdust” that Washington 
has said Soviet intelligence uses to 
track Americans there. 

State Department spokesman 
Charles Redman said on Monday 
that the experts would spend about a 
week in Moscow conducting a meti- 
culous examination to determine 
how extensively the tracking subst- 
ances were used, and to find ways to 
combat them. 

Washington charged last week 
that Soviet intelligence was using 
several chemicals, dubbed “spy- 
dust." invisible to the naked eye, 
which cling persistently to anyone 
who comes into the slightest contact 
with them. 

The most commonly used, nitro 


phenyl pentadien (NPFD), could 
cause cancer in humans, Washington 
alleged. 

The Soviet Union has protested 
vociferously that there is no founda- 
tion to the charges, and, to make its 
anger plain, was delaying issuing 
visas to the experts until the last 
minute. 

When the Soviet Embassy closed 
on Monday, U.S. officials said there 
was no word on when the visas would 
be issued. But they said they had no 
doubt they would be issued and the 
team would depart on schedule. 

The experts, from the National 
Institutes of Health and the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency, are 
embarking on an investigation of the 
chemicals that could take several 
years before carcinogenic prop- 
erties, if any, are established. 

But Redman indicated that a ma- 


jor immediate object of the trip to 
Moscow was to “devise a decon- 
tamination plan" to get rid of the 
chemicals. 

Meanwhile, the State Department 
has informed Congress it intends to 
send Americans to fill half the posi- 
tions held by Soviet citizens at the 
U.S. embassy in Moscow. 

The move, which will cost an esti- 
mated $18-20 million, is designed to 
improve security, but was apparent- 
ly planned before last week’s “spy- 
dust” charge. 

According to Republican U.S.

consulate in Leningrad employed

THE WEST" GERMAN govem- 
ment . according to political jesters in 
, Bonn these days, has asked the East 
German regime not to withdraw all 
of its spies at once lest the West 
German civil service collapse. 

Indeed, with Germany in the 
throes of its latest,, and possibly 
gravest, spy scandal, not everyone 
appreciates the humour. 

Espionage by East European in- 
telligence is by. no means a novelty 
for West Germany; the federal re- 
public has, in fact, teen the object of 
extensive Communist - particularly 
East German - intelligence penetra- 
tion since World War n. 

And the penetration has been so 
thorough that West Germany is con- 
sidered in some quarters to be a 
security risk for the West as a whole. 
Western governments are known to 
have been deeply troubled in the 
past by secrets which leaked to the 
Communist world through West 
Gennany. And the latest series of 
defections and arrests will do no- 
thing to allay this sense of unease. 

Most pmzimg is the case of the 
former chief of West German coun- 
ter espionage, Hans- Joachim 
Tiedge, who defected to the East last 
week. 

While Western intelligence are 
still attempting to evaluate the ex- 
tent of the damage he h as - and will - 
cause, they are also baffled that 
West German authorities did not 
deteet the warning signals long ago. 

It has, in fact, been known for 


THE CORRUPTION scandals that 
have plagued West Germany in re- 
cent years, occasionally called 
“Bonngate,” are a bit like a three- 
ring circus with several seemingly 
unrelated acts going on simul- 
taneously. 

A charity linked to the Israel^ 
Labour Party comes into the circus 
spotlight, because West German 
special prosecutors are investigating 
i whether top supporters and aides of 
the opposition Social Democratic 
Party used the charity as a conduit 
for laundering undeclared campaign 
funds. 

The Peretz Naftali Fund, a 
cultural-educational charity, and 
Swiss banks were two possible routes 
for the laundering operation being 
probed by prosecutors. 

Then, the spotlight shifts to the 
provinces. Last month. Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl spent a day being gril- 
led by an investigative committee in 
the Rhineland-Palatinate state 
legislature, r where he was Christian 
Democratic-Party leader and^pnme 
.minister from 1969 to 1976. The 
- questions - which Kohl fielded with 
' a day-long attack of amnesia - fo- 
cused on his knowledge of and in- 
volvement in the laundering of illeg- 
al political contributions. 

There are occasional sideshows, 
such as the armed robbery trial of 
Kohl’s friend and next-door neigh-

some time that Hedge was an alco- 
holic, that he had large financial 
debts and that he had been emo- 
tionally shattered since his wife's 
death in 1983. 

Moreover, even his neighbours 
knew he workedin intelligence, and 
actually complained to intelligence 
authorities about his lack of good 
neighbourliness and his noisy life- 
style. 

This was. perhaps, the most glar- 
ing of all the warning signals: a 
counter-intelligence agent is not sup- 
posed to let his neighbours know 
who he is working for. 

THE MOST celebrated spy scandal 
in West Gennany until now was the 
case of Gunther Guillaume, person- 
al assistant to former chancellor Wil- 
ly Brandt. He was identified as an 
East German agent in 1973, and 
Brandt was forced to resign over the 
affair. 

Last year, an aeronautics engineer 
working for the Messerschmitt- 
Boelkow-Blohm aerospace com- 
pany, Manfred Rotsch, was caught 
spying for the Soviet Union. He is 
suspected of having passed on sensi- 
tive details about the German- 
Britisb-Italian combat aircraft Tor- 
nado, as well as top-secret informa- 
tion on space technology. 

More recently, suspicions were 
aired about a top official in the West 


German government department 
dealing with arms purchases. The 
suspect was reportedly one of the 
Germans who took part in the tests 
of the West German Leopard 2 tanks 
and advanced front-line U.S. tanks. 
If such information was indeed pas- 
sed on to the Soviets, the battle-field 
doctrine of Nato might be seriously 
impaired. 

ALSO CAUSING concern in West- 
ern intelligence circles is the exten- 
sive and comprehensive nature of 
Communist espionage in West Ger- 
many. Beyond the spectacular re- 
velations about spies in sensitive 
political and military positions is the 
vast, intricate network of agents 
which is believed to be at work in 
almost every sphere of West Ger- 
man life - particularly in industrial 
and research organizations. 

Western intelligence sources are 
convinced that there is no aspen of 
modern technology - military or civi- 
lian - that does’ not interest the 
Eastern bloc. And to satisfy this 
interest, it is estimated that the East 
Germans have at least one thousand 
agents at work in West Germany in 
the high-tech field alone. 

In all. it has been estimated that 
there may be as many as 20.000 East 
German agents spying on West Ger- 
many. 


INDEED. East Germans are ideally 
suited as spies for the Communist 
bloc: they do not have to be trained 
in the target country's language and 
culture - in fact, many are '■'defec- 
tors'' who live in the federal republic 
under their real names. Their num- 
bers are augmented by native West 
Germans, who are recruited by a 
widespread network of East German 
recruiting agents. One speciality em- 
ployed by the East Germans is the 
sexual seduction of lonely women - 
secretaries in government ministries 
or other sensitive posts - who later 
become involved in spying for love's 
sake. 

Another target group is students, 
who are offered scholarships and 
other financial inducements, to be 
repaid by means of information. 
This is particularly profitable if the 
student reaches a sensitive position 
later in his working life. 

Indeed, some of East Germany's 
most valuable agents are, “sleep- 
ers” or “moles” for decades before 
being activated. Thousands might 
now still be awaiting the order to 
become operational . 

Nor do the East Europeans have 
qualms about using diplomats in 
West Gennany as spies. An esti- 
mated 250 “diplomats” accredited 
by East European governments are. 
in fact, espionage agents, it was

The 56 Jews attending the festival

Soviet refusal to admit that Nazi 
Germany waged a war of extermina- 
tion against Jews, and they 
spearheaded criticism of the Soviet 
invasion of Afghanistan. 

The largest Jewish bloc - a total of 
28 - was included in the Italian de- 
legation, and the leader of the Italian 

delegation, QeHa Piperno, 30, is 
president . of the Italian Jewish Stu- 
dents Federation (FGEI). Piperno, 
who also led the Italian Jewish Stu- 
dents delegation is somewhat be- 
mused that the Italian delegation 
chose him to lead the 286-strong 
Italian delegation. 

“We Jews worked day and night, 
t . actively participating in the orga- 
<.‘ nization of the festival - for which 
' the Soviets complimented and 
thanked us, by the way,” Piperno 
says. “At night, we translated all our 
speeches into En glish in order to 
by-pass the official translators, who 
tended to edit out the points we 
wanted to make.” 

ONE OF THE POINTS the young 
Jews succeeded in making was a 
defence of Zionism: “Communist 
and Third World delegates beard, 
perhaps for the first time, that Zion- 
ism was not racism, but the national 
liberation movement of the Jewish 
people,” says Beni Cavigiia. a yotmg 
Italian business executive, who 
attended the festival. 

} “Incidentally, the evangelist and 
Protestant West German delegation 
gave an excellent follow-up speech 
on this,” he says. “And our multi- 
party Italian delegation backed us up 
unanimously and solidly ” 

Jewish youth who attended the 
festival agreed that the Soviets made 
an effort to allow a fair exchange of 
opinion. “They made sure that for 
every Arab speech, a Jew was per- 
mitted to respond,” says Silvia Mod- 
igliani 18. . . 

“When the debate on Zionism . 
came up, the Soviets were caught 
between the intransigent Arab dele- 
, gates present and the Jews,” says 
7 Piperno. “And we won.” 

Jewish delegates also report that 
■ the word “Holocaust” was intro- 


duced for the first time at a Moscow 
youth festival. Officially, Moscow 
refuses to identify victims of the Nazi 
death camps and ghettos as Jews. 

The Italian Jewish students led the 
criticism of Soviet military involve- 
ment in Afghanistan , and the theme 
was taken up by others in the Italian 
delegation, including the Young 
Communists. 

AWAY FROM the conference hall, 
the Italian Jewish delegates met with 
Jewish physicist and refusenik Ar- 
men Khatehaturjon, who lost his 
university teaching post and has 
been harassed continually, since re- 
questing an exit visa to emigrate to 
Israel four years ago. 

Khatehaturjon gave the delegates 
a letter describing his family’s “diffi- 
cult position” and told them: “I hope 
our case will not leave you as simple 
spectators, and that your commit- 
ment to peace between nations will 
not blind you to the destiny of the 
individuals who compose these na- 
tions.” 

Soviet authorities permitted the 
Italian Jewish students to meet 
members of die Moscow Jewish 
community and to visit the Yiddish 
theatre. However, when the dele- 
gates attended evening services at 
the synagogue, Soviet police asked 
them to leave because, they said, 
“contacts on this level are not per- 
mitted.” 

The hotel they were staying at 
served the delegates fish to 
accommodate their kashrut observ- 
ance. But the conference opened on 
a Saturday and the 11 observant 
members present walked the 27 
kilometres to the hall rather than 
tstVft the bus which the authorities 
had provided for delegates.

question: To what extent were West 
Germany’s political institutions, 
parties and leading institutions for 
years beholden to. or mere pawns of.

AS THE Holocaust recedes into 
history, it becomes more feasible for 
anti-Semites to come up with distor- 
tions of the historical record. One 
school of thought either denies the 
occurrence of the Holocaust or 
claims the accounts are all a vast 
exaggeration. Another approach, 
which has lately been gaining 
ground, is disseminating the myth of 
Ziooist-Nazi collaboration and 
Zionist collusion in the Final Solu- 
tion. The increasing credibility 
attained by these obscenities, espe- 
cially among the younger generation 
in parts of Europe, is causing con- 
cern in Jewish circles. 

The record shows that in a limited

This was the case in pre- 
war Gennany when negotiations 
were carried on for both the emigra- 
tion of German Jews and for the 
transfer of Jewish material assets. 
Another example was the controver- 
sial Kastne r contacts in Hungary - 
agam directed at saving Jews from 
the dutches of the Nazis. 

By falsifying the evidence and in- 
venting libellous accusations, those 
sp reacting the overall lie have begun 
to make some inroads. Much of the 
initiative has come from the USSR. 


dal which has preoccupied a team of 
spedal prosecutors and an investiga- 
tive committee of parliament for 
more than three yeais. 

Over a period of decades, it is 
alleged, political parties and indi- 
vidual politicians received tens of 
millions of dollars in unreported and 
illegal campaign contributions from 
scores of big companies and indus- 
trialists. The funds were either paid 
out directly in cash or to dummy 
foundations and charities that subse- 
quently funnelled the money into the 
coffers" of the parties.

The lion's share of the money - 
over DM15 million - went to Kohl’s 
Christian Democrats. Nearly DM6.6 
million flowed to the Free Demo- 
crats of Foreien Minister Hans- 


revealed last year. 

The West German government 
appears ro ha\ e become a little more 
sensitive about that issue, particular- 
ly after it received some rigorous 
prodding from its Western allies. 

West Gennany is. after all. a 
senior Nato partner and an impor- 
tant participant in international 
military and civilian projects. And 
Western nations are obviously an- 
xious to avoid their secrets leaking to 
the East through the West German 
sieve. 

The fear of leaks is believed to be 
one of the principle reasons for U.S. 
unwillingness to share its “Star 
Wars” technology with Bonn. 

West Germany 5 ability, or poli- 
tical determination, to deal derisive- 
ly with the espionage epidemic has 
riot left Western leaders breathless 
with admiration. 

This might change now. but West 
German Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
admitted last week that East Ger- 
many's ability to successfully insinu- 
ate its agents into the federal repub- 
lic remained strong. Even the right- 
wing Franz Josef Strauss, comment- 
ing on the Tiedge affair, described 
espionage from the East as being 
unavoidable.

DISCLOSURE of the Flick com- 
pany's involvement came about 
accidentally due to the Germanic 
exactitude of the firm's former chief 
bookkeeper.

Diehl was under investigation for 
personal income tax evasion and in 
November I9S1 prosecutors armed 
with a search warrant raided his 
office at Flick headquarters in Dus- 
seldorf.

A matching record was 
subsequently discovered in 
Brauchitsch's desk.

Lambsdorff and Friderichs* in- 
volvement. and indictment on brib- 
ery charges, is more complex.

Rick's chief executive, appealed to 
Friderichs. then the economics 
minister in Helmut Schmidt's coali- 
tion government of Social Demo- 
crats and Free Democrats, to apply 
an important loophole in the tax law. 
It permits fax-free re-investment of 
profits from a stock sale if the new 
investment is deemed to be “espe- 
cially beneficial to the national eco- 
nomy.” 

Rick re-invested most of the 
money in the U.S.-based W.R.

Friderichs 
approved the waiver in 1976 and 
1977. the year he left the cabinet to 
become head of Dresdner Bank 
whose previous chief executive had 
been murdered by terrorists. Lymbs- 
dorff, his successor as economics 
minister, approved it in 1978. 

The waivers saved Rick around 
$375 million in taxes.

Distorting the record

The London publication Insight: 
Soviet Jews writes that the charges 
first surfaced some 25 years ago in 
Soviet commentaries on the Eich- 
m ann trial, which they alleged was 
an elaborate strategy designed to 
conceal Zionist involvement in the 
Final Solution! 

The theme was intensified in the 
wake of the Six Day War in 1967: 
Soviet propaganda has regularly 
dwelled on “Zioaist links with Nazi 
Germany." It ascribes to Eich- 
mann the statement. “I bad only 
several dozen officers and non- 
commissioned officers and less than 
300 SS men. Without the Jewish 
Committee. I could not have done 
anything.” 

Earlier this year, a notorious 
Soviet propagandist. Lev Korneyev, 
published a series of articles in a 
Russian newspaper on the history of 
the so-called ties between the Zion- 


ists and the Nazis. It charged, for 
example, that the “Struma” was 
sunk by a Nazi warship to conceal 
the fact that, in connivance with 
Zionist leaden, the vessel was car- 
rying Jewish agents of German in- 
telligence to act as spies for the Nazis 
in Palestine (in fact, it is now known 
that the “Struma” was sunk by a 
Russian submarine). 

Korneyev writes, “The most im- 
portant point in Zionist policy dur- 
ing World War II consisted in pre- 
venting Jews from taking up arms to 
fight against Fascism. Gain and pro- 
fit and mercantile interests deter- 
mined the position of' influential 
American Jewry in World War II.” 
His explanation is that “The col- 
laboration between Zionism and 
Fascism during the war can be ex- 
plained by their common class ess- 
ence... like Fascism, Zionism is a 
product of imperialism and defends 
the interests of bourgeoisie.” 


WHEN THE Soviet news agency 
Tass summarized Korneyev’s re- 
marks, they were unquestioningly 
reprinted by the Western media - Le 
Monde, The Times, Daily Telegraph 
and Frankfurter A/lgemeinc Zeitung 
repeated his remarks (which in- 
cidentally were for foreign consump- 
tion only and not generally reprinted 
in Russia). The most fantastic story' 
relates to a Jewish-owned bank in 
Amsterdam lending Hitler $10 mil- 
lion in 1929 (as an example of “banks 
and companies controlled by the 
Zionists energetically contributing 
to financing Hitler's Reich"). 

This allegation has been investi- 
gated by C.C. Aronsfeld. and his 
results have been published by the 
Institute of Jewish Affairs in Lon- 
don. He has turned up a forgery 
comparable with the Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion. It was taken from a 
rare, obscure booklet published in 
Amsterdam in 1939. entitled “The 


dorff S5O.000 in bribes from 
Brauchitsch to approve the tax waiv- 
er. The money, passed in envelopes, 
was not for personal use but bene- 
fited the coffers and campaign funds 
of their Free Democratic party. 

In addition, Lambsdorff is 
charged with tax evasion on about 
S350.000 paid him by Rick in the 
early 1970s when he was treasurer of 
the Free Democrats in the state of 
Northrhine-Westphalia.

It will 
also shed more light on the tangled 
interrelationship between govern- 
ment, politics, business and spedal 
interest groups.

In fact, no Sidney 
Warburg existed, and when the pub- 
lishers learned of this, the following 
year, they withdrew the book and 
destroyed all available copies.

As recently 
as 197S. an obscure publishing house 
in Geneva again reprinted the book 
under the title Springer’s Nazionism 
because, in a preface, it attacks Axel 
Springer's pro-Israel sympathies and 
couples them with Nazi-Zionist rela- 
tions. 

It was this long-discredited 
forgery broadcast by Tass that found 
its wav into respected Western pap- 
ers. which will probably be cited for 
many years by ami-Semites as a 
reliable source for their grotesque 
distortions.

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26 countries say massive debts are crushing them 


Third World warns of possible default 


WASHINGTON ( AP). - More than 
two dozen third world countries 
warned Monday that political and 
social pressures could force poor 
nations to default on some $900 
billion in debts. 

Those countries - many claiming 
that their economies are being 
crushed by massive debt loads - want 
a report on the matter to be taken up 
at the annual meeting of the 148 
nations represented in the World 
Bank and the International Monet- 
ary Fund scheduled in five weeks in 
Seoul, South Korea. 

The report was endorsed by the 26 
countries last week and was made 
available Monday.. 

The gathering will take place amid 
a growing sentiment by some leaders 
of poor countries to scale back their 
payment - or halt them altogether. 

Cuban president Fidel Castro is 
urging debtor countries to stop all 
payments, though he has made 


financing arrangements with his own 
creditors. 

Alan Garda, the new president of 
Peru, has announced that he will 
only pay about $350 million this year 
on $l3.6b. in debt, which is far less 
than the interest due. 

Bolivia has made no payments for 
many months. 

The report dted dangerous de- 
velopments, induding a slowdown in 
the world economy and growing pro- 
tectionism. 

The U.S. economy has been slow- 
ing down this year, and other major 
industrial countries have been 
emerging only slowly from the reces- 
sion of the early 1980s. 

Some 400 bills in Congress seek to 
protea U.S. industry from foreign 
competition. Similar protectionist 
pressures are growing in many in- 
dustrial countries. 

Those factors “could add con- 
siderably to the heavy debt service 


burden, posing the risk that for at 
least some debtors the situation 
would become unsustainable." the 
report said. 

“Without clear signs of economic 
progress, the governments of debtor 
countries would be faced with poli- 
tical and social pressures that will 
make it difficult for them to recon- 
cile the objectives of restoring 
growth in their countries with the 
prospective payments of debt ser- 
vice.” 

The reference to restoring growth 
was a reminder that living standards 
in the third world, which were 
already low, have been dropping 
even more in recent years. 

On the other band, interest rates 
have been dropping, so that there 
has been some easing of “debt ser- 
vice,” which consists mostly- of in- 
terest payments and some repay- 
ment of principal. But the rates 
could go up again.

Inflation boosts private delivery service

TEL AVIV. - A thriving business in 
delivering letters and small packets 
has grown in direct proportion to the 
slow-down in mail delivery by the 
postal authorities, according to Gav- 
Ta Azriel, head of Ayala delivery 
service. 

The company, which started 10 
years ago with two scooters for de- 
liveries, has grown today to 40 scoo- 
ters, whose drivers carry two-way 
radios. Last year Ayala bad a tur- 
nover of about $600,000, and busi- 
ness is expected to grow consider- 
ably this year, especially due to a 
side-effect of inflation. 

The delay of cheques in the mail 
for a few days - sometimes for a few 
weeks - often leads to the payment 
of interest charges and fines, so^in 
many cases, it pays to send a cheque 


or other documents by the private 
delivery service and make sure that 
they are received the same day. 

According to Azriel a letter or 
package will be delivered in Tel Aviv 
within two or three hours; and within 
the greater Tel Aviv area wi thin 
another hour or two. The fee for Tel 
Aviv proper is IS3.500; for the sur- 
rounding area (Holon, Bat Yam, 
Givatayim, Ramat Gan, etc.) it is 
IS5.000. Special fees are charged for 
more distant destinations, including 
Ashkelon, Netanya and Kfar Sava. 

During the last few weeks, due to 
the uncertain financial and monetary 
situation and many people’s desire 
to pay their bills “before the govern- 
ment uncovers a few more sur- 
prises,” Ayala has seen an increase 
in demand for its services of about 40 
percent. 


Ford to cut 10,000 white-collar jobs 


DETROIT (Reuter). - The Ford 
Motor Company intends to elimin- 
ate almost 10.000 U.S. salaried staff 
positions in the next five years in a 
drive to reduce costs and improve 
efficiency, company officials said. 


Ford, the world's second largest 
car manufacturer after General 
Motors, plans reductions of 20% in 
its automotive and diversified pro- 
ducts operations, which together 
have almost 48.000 white-collar em- 
ployees. they saiej. . .. 

7 Ariothet .20.(/00 employee^ in 
financial , aerospace, and electronics 
operations are not likely to be in- 


cluded in the cutback programme, 
according to spokesmen. 

The cuts will begin soon at Ford's 
River Rouge steel and tractor opera- 
tions. both of which have been under 
financial strain, according to Peter 
PestiUo, Ford's vice-president for 
employee relations. 

Ford officials said the company 
will single out some mid-level man- 
agement employees for voluntary 
termination, winch will be carried 
out by offering lump-sum cash pay- 
ments based cm years of service. Job 
placement assistance and extended 
health-care-benefits will be included 
in the package. ' 


Merchants decry harassment 
by income tax ‘commandos’

TEL AVIV. - The “income tax 
commandos” are harassing honest 
shopkeepers who keep meticulous 
books and pay all their taxes, “in- 
stead of trying to track down the 
40,000 persons who don’t even have 
a file with the income tax author- 
ities,” Yehoshua Nahari, chairman 
of the Merchants Association, told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Nahari believes that most of these 
40,000 “tax dodgers” have stands, or 
are pedlars, in the “open markets,” 
an area which the commandos — 
“despite their name” - are afraid to 
tackle. 

“If these tax dodgers were tracked 
down and forced to pay honest taxes, 
tiie burden on the honest taxpayers 
could be eased considerably.” 
Nahari said.- 

He said that the tax burden on the 
honest tax-payer is so great that it is 
“strangling private initiative in every 
field. Many feel that they are work- 
ing for the tax authorities, not for • 
their families. Moreover, the shop- 
keepers must pay 19.4% each month 
to the National Insurance Institute, 
while wage earners pay only 4.2% .” 

Nahari said his organization rep- 
resents 120,000 breadwinners, who 
employ another 180,000 persons, 
and that it “would never launch an 
income tax rebellion.” He did not 
believe that a rival organization, tiie 
Chamber of Self-Employed, would ■ 
carry out its threat to do so. “Who 
will refuse to pay -the engineers, the 


lawyers, the certified public accoun- 
tants?” 

Against the latter he had anything 
but kind words. “Eveiytime the gov- 
ernment gives us another form to fill 
out they increase their fee by S25." 

What Nahari would like to see is a 
total overhaul in the tax system. 
making it easier to understand, and 
the forms simpler to fill out. He 
would also like to see an .end to the 
VAT and price control. 

“If we are to have a VAT. let the 
price be fixed at the source, i.e.. on 
the flour used for bread, not on 
everyone who handles the bread 
until it is eaten.” 

As for price control, he wanted it 
lifted, arguing that the best method 
of controlling prices was to publish 
-daily a list of “fair” prices, which 
would convince most consumers to 
go from shop to shop until they 
found one selling at these prices. 
This would force tiie others to lower 
their price. 

“If we take these two simple steps. 
I won’t have three teams of govern- 
ment officials visiting us each month: 
one to check on income tax pay- 
ments. the second to see if we are 
paying VAT. the third to check our 
prices.”

If on Monday it seemed that the 
share market was regaining an even 
keel, yesterday's session refuted 
that. Although the lead of declining 
shares over advancing ones was nar- 
row. the fact that such a lead existed 
at all showed that the greater thrust 
of the traders was down and no new 
buying pressure was being exerted in 
the market. 

Volume fell in both shares and 
bonds yesterday, but the fell in the 
share market was mainly the result 
of less turnover in the “arrange- 
ment" group (despite the return of 
Discount and IDB to the fray) while 
the amount in the “free" share sec- 
tor was not much changed. 

Bonds were lower both in price 
terms and in volumes traded. The 
price trend was mixed, though, and 
the retreat was not all- 
encompassing. The final days of the 
month are usually positive in the 
bond market, as institutions snap up 
bargains, and any falls in the next 
day or two would be surprising. 

In the Treasury bill market the 
two new issues attracted less interest 
than usual with the eight-week bill 
managing only IS100 million worth 
of business and the four-week one 
IS13 billion - much less than in 
previous weeks. The four-week bill 
traded at a yield of 7% monthly, in 
line with the earlier bills trading and 
also with the competing rates for 
“jumbo" deposits in tapes accounts.

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Jitters at the Treasury 


TWO MONTHS into the economic recovery programme, the 
Treasury has the jitters. Things are not working out quite as 
planned, and the recession on which the entire programme 
hinged is not, or at least not yet, in evidence. The picture 
painted by the available indicators is blurred. 

On the one hand, there is a sharp increase in the number of 
firms that find themselves in dire financial straits, a sharp 
contraction in the domestic order books of industry - and a still 
moderate, but persistent rise in unemployment. On the other 
hand, the marketing chains report an upsurge of sales in 
August, which will no doubt continue in September, the month 
of the High Holy days. 

If the planned recession fails to materialize, policy-makers 
will have to ask themselves some searching questions. 

Their central assumption was that a drastic erosion of real 
wages would cut private consumption sufficiently to curb 
inflation on the demand side while reducing labour costs on the 
supply side. That assumption may still turn out to be valid, 
despite a mini-boom of private consumption in the current 
month. Thus, if a significant number of Israelis have stayed 
home instead of travelling abroad this summer, and have used 
some of the money put aside for that purpose to buy more 
goods and services at home, that is not necessarily bad, nor is it 
a portent of a renewed demand inflation. 

However, the Treasury’s real fear is that no matter what is 
done to real wages, the public has so vast an accumulated hoard 
of liquid financial assets that they can be diverted to current 
consumption and play havoc with any austerity policy. It was 
this fear that made Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i close the 
avenue of short-term savings in the form of current account 
Patam deposits (which in practice were mostly long-term 
savings and, moreover, were put at the government’s disposal 
at no cost). 

The result was that nearly a billion dollars’ worth of Patam 
were converted into shekels, giving their owners a windfall gain 
in the form of madly high interest rates. 

The same fear has induced the Treasury to concoct a special 
programme for the benefit of the elderly who hold $680 milli on 
worth of bank shares due for redemption in October. The idea 
is to persuade the elderly not to cash in their shares but to put 
them into new saving schemes specially designed for them by a 
fatherly government. 

The whole fear of a deluge of demand caused by the 
realization of financial assets has always been grossly exagger- 
ated, and certainly so in the case of the elderly , who are unlikely 
to cash in their nest-eggs and go on a spending spree. Those 
with small savings will hold on to them to be spent gradually, 
and those with large holdings have no choice but to reinvest 
them in whatever form of financial savings are available. 

But even if prudence is the better part of wisdom, is it really 
necessary to concoct a special mix of saving schemes for the 
elderly which, moreover, is less attractive than other available 
forms of solid long-term financial investment? If the Treasury is 
willing and able to offer new, more attractive saving schemes, 
why not offer them to the public at large? Why not let all those 
who wish to do so, cash in their bank shares and invest them in 
the higher-yield securities that are available on the stock 
market? 

Such a procedure would not only increase the government’s 
credibility: it would also cause a rise in the price of the securities 
traded on the exchange and reduce their yields - which would 
make it easier and cheaper for the government to place, new 
issues of government paper. But apparently the bureaucratic 
mind cannot conceive of making use of ordinary market 
mechanisms. It must invent something to interpose itself 
between the citizen and the market. 


Relentlessly obscene 


FOR YEARS now the Kremlin has been working overtime to 
kill the memory of the Holocaust. After all it is easier to pursue 
a policy of unrelenting hostility towards the Jewish- State 
without the six million Jews massacred by the Nazis looking, as 
it were, over your shoulder. 

It is thus not entirely surprising that last week, at a meeting of 
the Subcommittee on the Prevention of Discrimination and the 
Protection of Minorities of the UN’s Human Rights Commis- 
sion, the Soviet delegate should have opposed the citing of the 
Holocaust as a prime example of the crime of nation-killing. 
There was nothing special about the Holocaust, the Soviet 
delegate argued, that merited its invocation in the context of 
genocide - a term first coined, as the Soviet delegate may not 
know, by the Jewish jurist Raphael Lemkin notably to char- 
acterize the Nazis’ murder of the Jews in World War 0. 

It is not reported that the Soviet delegate listed other cases of 
genocide to prove the sheer ordinariness of the Holocaust. 
Except one: the Israelis, he declared, are carrying out a policy 
of genocide against the Palestinians. This, he said, was 
understandable, in view of the “well-known collaboration” 
between the Zionists and the Nazis during the world war. 

Such viciously obscene assaults on Israel and Zionism have 
become standard Soviet practice. What is dismaying about this 
latest outburst is only that it comes under Mikhail Gorbachev, 
and after, what some people assumed, were signals from the 
Kremlin about the possibilities of a turn in relations with Israel. 

The Soviet argument did not lack support in Geneva. A 
number of Moslem countries generally supposed to be moder- 
ate repeated it: Jordan, Morocco, Bangladesh. And Egypt, 
too. 

Yes, Egypt. Which cannot be passed over in silence. No-one 
in this country expects Egyptians to adopt Israeli views on the 
Palestinian problem, or for that matter on the Holocaust. But 
for an Egyptian diplomat to charge - as it is reported he did - 
that real genocide is practised by Israelis against the Palesti- 
nians, is utterly unacceptable. 
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PRINCE CHARLES says 
he has everything he needs 

materially but his life is 

"not all a bed of roses." 

In a recent interview with the 
Sunday Times, the heir to the British 
throne said he worries "a great deal 
about the responsibilities and every- 
thing else, trying to do the right 
thing, to have as balanced an 
approach as possible" to life. 

“I always think I'm in an awkward 
position because, obviously. I've got 
all the things I need. I can’t complain 
in any way. But obviously there are 
disadvantages to the position at the 
same time... so it's not all a bed of 
roses.” 

Charles also said he felt frustrated 
that he couldn't become personally 
involved in the actual field work of 
Third World charities. 

“My only problem, of course, is 
that I'm untrained,” he said. “So if I 
was working in an African or an 
Indian environment or a developing 
country. I'm nor sure I’d be much 
help - because I’ve never built a wall 
or anything."

Moving towards 


detente again 


RECENT DEVELOPMENTS 
point dearly to the emergence of a 
concentrated Soviet peace offensive 
designed to promote both an optimal 
goal and a fell-back polity. The 
preferred objective is to reach a 
modus vivendi with the United 
States which would restore an up- 
dated form of detente as it once was. 
Failing that, the fell-back position is 
to be able to manage selective de- 
tente with U.S. allies while conduct- 
ing a type of Cold War with Amer- 
ica. 

The reasons behind this policy are 
at least twofold - and there may be a 
third factor at play. First, detente 
would greatly facilitate the economic 
revitalization of the Soviet Union. 


Second, the policy is a vehicle for the 
consolidation of total leadership 


power by Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev. Third, it may reflect a Soviet 
realization that there is a real objec- 
tive need to revise strategic military 
doctrine and to significantly reduce 
the possibilities of nuclear war - but 
this is far less certain. 

Each of these motivational factors 
needs to be examined in order to 
understand the context and the like- 
ly directions of foe emerging policy 
line. 

A continuing series of major 
speeches by the new Soviet leader, 
and indeed the announced agenda 
and decisions of most of the reported 
recent meetings of foe ruling Polit- 
buro, have focused on the need to 
revitalize foe economy. 

Undoubtedly, this is being used 
first and foremost to consolidate 
Gorbachev’s power by justifying the 
wholesale shake-up of the entren- 
ched bureaucracy and to install Gor- 
bachev’s own people in place of. 
firstly, opposition supporters and, 
secondly, even those to whom the 
new general-secretary owes a debt 
for helping to bring him to power. 

Nevertheless, even the men in the 
Kremlin have been forced to recog- 
nize that foe economy is in real 
difficulty and that some corrective 
action must be taken. 

AS REVEALED so fer in the Soviet 
media, foe economic revitalization 
programme has three broad compo- 
nents. The first addresses planning 
and management. It seeks greater 
efficiency and rationality - not by 
reducing, but actually by increasing 
foe centralization of p lanning and 
control. 

At the central planning level, the 
demand is to more rationally and 
much more comprehensively inte- 
grate all aspects of planning. In- 
creased dialogue and information 
exchange, both vertically and hori- 
zontally. are called for; but the pur- 
pose is'fb facilitate rational integra- 
tion, reduce bottlenecks and avoid 
waste, not decentralize planning. 

At lower levels, the demand is to 
streamline staffs and apply more 
efficient management in fulfilling 
better plans. At all levels, more 
thorough party supervision is de- 
manded - but with greater emphasis 
on party supervisors who are better 
grounded in technical and manage- 
rial skills. 

This component of the economic 
programme reaffirms the commit- 
ment to the basic system - not any 
real structural reform - and is ideally 
suited to putting Gorbachev’s sup- 
porters in place.

cused on foe means of production, 
substitutes for more and better qual- 
ity production of consumer goods 
must be found - and- this logically 
leads to . a need for more foreign 
trade.

THE SECOND major component 
of economic renewal sets priorities 
for investment and production. It 
calls for extensive retooling of both 
the heavy engineering machine- 
building sector (the means of pro- 
duction) and of basic resource ex- 
traction and processing along with 
the necessary infrastructure. 

The emphasis is on retooling with 
foe most modem, automated pro- 
duction machinery and on high tech- 
nology. micro-electronics, etc. This, 
too. reaffirms the basic system since, 
in spite of generalized promises of 
eventual growth in light and consum- 
er industry production, it would first 
of ail rejuvenate foe traditional 
Soviet heavy industry which sup- 
ports national power. 

It also helps Gorbachev politically 
by facilitating replacement of ex- 
isting cadre with younger, better 
educated technocrats who form a 
major part of his potential power 
base. 

Concurrently, this aspect of foe 
economic programme has direct 
foreign policy implications. Gor- 
bachev has admitted - indeed stres-' 
sed - that investment funds are li- 
mited and that there are real short- 
comings in applied technology. 
Clearly, the easiest way to deal with 
these constraints is through in- 
creased trade, greater access to in- 
vestment and (especially) technolo- 
gy. and reduced tensions with the 
West, in other words, through de- 
tente. . 


IT IS an iron law of the Soviet 
political system, and a corollary of 
the principle of “democratic central- 
ism," that a Soviet leader must work 
towards, and eventually achieve, 
total control of foe bureaucracy and 
nomenclature if he is to remain long 
in power - true collective leadership 
is always unstable and temporary. 

Without a return to Stalinist terror 
(probably an impossibility), this 
means filling cadres with foe leader's 
own people. 

Notwithstanding an often lively 
internal academic discussion of 
theoretical economics and the inter- 
pretations put on that by some out- 
side observers, the Soviet economy 
is basically a political economy 
whose fundamental criteria are the 
degrees to which economic policy 
will ensure foe continued monopoly 
of power by the Communist Party 
leadership and to which it will en- 
hance Soviet national power vis-a- 
vis foe outside world. 

One consequence is that no con- 
solidation of leader power and con- 
trol can be complete until it includes 
the foreign policy and, especially, 
the military and defence industry 
establishments. Gorbachev must 
also put his own people in place in 
these bureaucracies. 

Of itself, this would not require a 
new detente policy; but with foe 
need to shift investment priorities 
ahd to improve access to technology, 
it does. A revised foreign and secur- 
ity policy is not only a useful vehicle 
for forcing personnel changes, but 
without reducing foe entrenched 
hardliners, detente and investment 
priority shifts - so key to foe chosen 
economic and power consolidation 
strategies - would meet too much 
resistance. 

The military may have lost some 
of the unusually high policy position 
it enjoyed in recent years, bat it still 
remains a potentially critical power- 
broker. 


THE THIRD policy component for 
economic improvement combines 
stricter discipline and an anti- 
comiption campaign, with increased 
incentives for quality rather than foe 
traditional quantitative indicators. 

This apparently represents foe 
sole initial answer to the chronically 
ill consumer goods and agricultural 
sectors; and it also has foreign policy 
implications. 

To be meaningful to the worker, 
incentives require a sufficient availa- 
bility of desirable goods and pro- 
ducts. With investment initially fb- 


AS NOTED, a third significant 
motivational factor may also be at 
work. Ever since the appearance in 
the early 1960s of the so-called “Spe- 
cial Collection’' of authoritative 
military theoretical and programma- 
tic documents, the Soviet Union has 
pursued a general military and nuc- 
lear force development strategy 
based upon doctrinal perceptions of 
nuclear realities which are fun- 
damentally different from those 
which have predominated in foe 
West.

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nuclear weapons. One group argued 
that nuclear weapons fundamentally 
changed foe situation; that they were 
essentially unusable and that nuclear 
war was unthinkable as a component 
of national power - their only utility 
was deterrence. 

A senior political and military 
group was formed to examine the 
impact and implications of foe “sci- 
entific revolution in military 
affairs.” The “Special Collection” 
reflected their conclusions as 
approved by the Politburo. 

For almost 20 years, virtually all of 
the authoritative statements and 
writings on national and military 
strategy hewed to the line that even 
nuclear war would be merely a parti- 
cularly destructive form of con- 
tinuing political struggle by other 
means; that victory in a nuclear 
conflict was possible; dial meaning- 
ful deterrence depended on a viable 
military capability that could 
guarantee both survival and victory 
in some form. 

Only in addressing selected fore- 
ign audiences did Soviet politicians 
and propagandists voice the diffe- 
rent conclusions which their audi- 
ences so greatly wanted to hear. 
Meanwhile, these precepts were 
confirmed in practice by a con- 
tinuing military force development 
programme designed to achieve a 
strategic, first-strike counterforce 
posture, conventional forces struc- 
tured to operate on an integrated 
nuclear battlefield, strategic defence 
forces and sustained research prog- 
rammes, a massive civil defence 
programme, and a doctrinal preoc- 
cupation with pre-emptive strike and 
• surprise. - 

Moreover, Soviet anns-control 
negotiations could best be characte- 
rized by a single-minded determina- 
tion to protect its own nuclear milit- 
ary capabilities and inhibit those of 
the West. 


IN THE LATE 1970s, authoritative 
Soviet doctrinal statements began to 
shift. Initially, this Was confined to 
formulations by the senior political 
spokesmen and went almost com- 
pletely unreflected in the military 
literature (which, as expressed by 
authoritative military spokesmen in 
foe Soviet Union reflects only that' 
which has been approved by foe 
senior political leadership). 

Suspiciously, this apparent shift 
was concurrent with a concerted 


Soviet diplomatic and propaganda 
camp aign against the Naio long- 
term defence plan, and especially its . 
nuclear modernization component 
which led to foe decision to deploy 
Pershing II and ground-launched 
cruise missiles in Europe. When (in 
reaction to Afghanistan, foe cumula- 
tive impact of Angola. Ethiopia, 
etc. . and the growing perception that 
earlier nuclear arms treaties had . 
greatly benefited the real SovfcjT' 
strategic position), foe Carter admi- 
nistration suspended Salt-II ratifica- 
tion and renewed U.S. strategic nuc- 
lear modernization on a more inten- 
sive basis, the practical war-fighting 
underpinnings of Soviet doctrine be- 
gan to come under occasional ques- 
tion even in foe military literature. 

By the mid-1980s, even many of 
foe most authoritative military wri- 
ters were denying the possibility of 
victory in a nuclear war (at least 
under present and foreseeable con- 
ditions). 

Again, however, there is a highly g- 
suspicious correlation in time with *’• 
foe comprehensive Soviet campaign 
against foe Reagan administration's 
mili tary build-up and reassertiveness 
- especially nuclear modernization 
and foe Strategic Defence Initiative 
(SDI). 

These programmes presented a 
serious challenge to Moscow, high- 
lighting as they do the Soviet lag in 
technological developments and the 
Soviet economic problems. Particu- 
larly in relation to the SDf, the 
Soviet Union is faced with an im- 
mensely costly exercise if i: is to 
retain parity with foe U.S. - that is. if 
America itself maintains a sustained 
and vigorous effort. 

Moreover, there has so far beep" 
no sign whatever of any reflection of 
doctrinal and perceptual shifts in 
actual Soviet weapons and force de- 
velopment programmes, and pre- 
cious tittle in reported developments 
in aims-control negotiations. 


Nevertheless, in spite of all the 
questions involved, there may be a 
real change under way in Soviet 
nuclear doctrine towards greater 
congruence with that body of West- 
ern thought which questions the usa- 
bility of nuclear weapons. 

If so, it would be both another 
reason for Moscow to pursue a poli- 
cy of detente and it would remove 
one of foe obstacles to achieving 
some better agreements.
